Incident Summary:  On October 5, 2018, at approximately 1:30 a.m., Columbus Police officers were 
called to the area of 4175 Chesford Road on the report of a male lying in the street.  Upon arrival, officers 
located an unresponsive male, lying in the street, suffering from a gunshot wound.   CFD Medic 24 
responded to the scene and transported the victim, later identified as Javon Tyrese Carson, to Riverside 
Methodist Hospital where he was pronounced deceased at 2:07 a.m. 
 
At approximately 1:37 a.m., a separate gunshot victim, later identified as Fahad Mohamed Moalim, 
arrived at St. Ann's Hospital presenting a wound to the face.  It was determined that this was related to 
the earlier shooting on Chesford Road.  At approximately 4:15 a.m., a second gunshot victim, later 
identified as Abdisalan Ahmed Shire, arrived at St. Ann's Hospital presenting a wound to the hand.  It 
was determined that this was also related to the earlier shooting on Chesford Road. 
 
The circumstances of the shooting are still under investigation and all available parties are currently 
being questioned to their involvement. No charges have been filed at the present time.  The investigation 
continues.   This is the 79th Homicide in Columbus, Ohio in Calendar Year 2018.  Incident #180841860. 
Detective Brian Wildman is the lead detective, assisted by Detective Robert Powers.
